THE NEWLY APPOINTED FEDERAL OFFICE- 
HOLDERS IN OHIO. 


A Pension Agent Who_Was Dismissed from 
the Army for Cowardice—Deputy Sur- 
veyors with Jail and Work-House Rec- 
ords—Ward Politicians and Strong Par- 
tisans Holding Impertant Offices. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 13.—There is 
nothing to be found in contemplating the list 
of Federal appointments inthe State of Ohio 
which could bring the slightest flush of pride 
to the cheek ofthe most devout Mugwump. 
There are some appointments there which 
might cause a nervous Mugwump to turn 
pale. There are more appointments made in 
this State of people who have dishonorable 
and Penitentiary records than in any other of 
the States. One of the most notorious of the 
Administration selections isthat of Gilbert 
Barger, a pension agent at Columbus. Barger 
succeeded Allen T. Wyckoff. Wyckoff was a 
gallant soldier with a splendid war record. 
There never had been any criticism of his 
management. Barger has a record of being 
dismissed from the army for cowardice. This 
is the history of his retirement from the United 
States service. He was an officer in an Uhio 
regiment which took part in the battle of 
Winchester. He had, before this engagement, 
applied for a leave of absence. Permission to 
take a furlough was granted him. This fur- 
lough reached him just as his regiment was go- 
ing into action. The rebels had already be- 
gun to fire upon his men. Soldiers were falling 
at his right and left. He l@ft the fleld and 
went home to enjoy his furlough. His case 
was considered by a court martial, and he 
was sentenced to be cashiered the service. 
He never returned to undergo sentence, but 


employed political influence to save himself 
from having the sentence enforced. Through 
this political influence he was permitted to 
resign. 

William Caldwell, the surveyor of the port 
of Cincinnati, is a vigorous partisan. He is 
an out-and-out machine politician. Since he 
has assumed charge of this office he has ap- 
pointed anumber of very peculiar deputies. 
One of them, 

JERRY MULROY, 

has arecord of two or three terms in work- 
houses. ‘‘Potceh’’ Moran, another one of his 
deputies, is a murderer. He was a hackman, 
who, in a row, shot and killed a man. He 
was not tried because the principal witness to 
prove the crime did not appear on the trial. 
Two other of these deputies are genial gentle- 
men from the workhouse. ‘‘Potch’’ Moran 
was arrested only a week ago for insulting a 
lady in the Post-office. Riley, the postmaster 
at Cincinnati, is said to be a good business 
man, but he was the presiding officer in the 
notorious Highland House Convention. This 
political organization achieved a world-wide 
reputation for deliberate and unblushing elec- 
tion frauds. 

W. T. Bishop, the Internal Revenue Collector 
at Cincinnati, is a long-legged, wiry, untiring 
partisan, who sentanumber of deputies up 
into Judge Holman’s district to work for his 
renomination in the old-fashioned style of Re- 
publican office- holder way of doing business. 
He has five members of his family ng ee 
to good places under him. The Bishops 
thrive and prosper and are very 
earnest in their support of the civil-service 
reform Administration. Burt, the former 
superintendent of the railway mail service 
stationed at Cincinnati, was one of the most 
efticient officials employed by the Post-office 
Department. It is pretended at the Post- 
oftice Department that this service is non- part- 
isan, and that no changes are ever made- for 
political reasons. Mr. Vilas’ face wears a look 
of lowly pain and outraged virtue whenever 
the faintest hint fs made, in his presence, of 
bringing ere Ute politics into the pure 
atmosphere ofthis branch of the department. 
Yet Burke was supplanted before the term of 
his office had expired by one Gwynn, a noto- 
rious Indiana partisan, who is inefficient and 
whose management of the office is the con- 
stant subject ot complaint by business men. 
Gwynn was aformeremploye of the railway 
mail service under a Republican Administra 
tion and was employed as a Republican. He 
was discharged for inefficiency. He then 
turned Democrat and, naturally, a reformed 
Adminstration picked him up. 

A JAIL BIRD. 

Jack Connelly, who was appointed to repre- 
sent the Agricultural Department in Ohio, as 
its statistical agent, served a term in the 
County Jailfor the stealing of a promissory 
note. He escaped being sent to the Peniten- 
tiary by a peculiar plea. Hesetup as a de- 
fense that the note was not worth its face 
value, and by showing this to the satisfaction 
of the covrt, he suceeded in keeping the value 
of the note below the limit which describes 
rrand larceny in Ohio. He served out the 
sentence for petit larceny and is still an office- 
holder. The Postmaster at Bowling Green, 
Dobson, is the editor of a partisan Democratic 
newspaper. John H. Farley, the Collector at 
Cleveiand, is a professional politician and a 
ward manipulator. 

Knecht, the Internal Revenue Collector at 
Dayton, isa ward politician who has no other 
profession than that of office-holding. Gilles- 
xie, the Postmaster of Dayton, was a-Copper- 
head during the war. As Mavror of Dayton 
he released a murderer on straw bail and con- 
nived at his escape. He. was very disloyal 
during the war. ‘the Republican postmaster 
at Cleveland is retained probably because he 
isthe brother of Senator Jones of Nevada. 
Recentiy his deputy embezzled quite a large 
amount of money, for which the postmaster 
is, of course, responsible. The deputy es- 
caped. At Bellfontaine the postmaster is the 
editor of the most furiously Democratic paper 
inthetown. The United States District Attor- 
ney forthe Northern District of the State, Rhoda 
Shields, was the former President of the 
Common Councilin Akrun. He is a nominal 
lawyer and a local politician. It has been 
very fiercely charged in the Democratic news- 
papers of his region that he secured his elec- 
tion as President of the Common Council 
through acorrupt combination with the Re- 
publicans. The United States District- 
Attorney for the Southern District has not 
been removed. His brother, John Kumler, is 
the present Internal Revenue Collector at 
Toledo. The Kumlers are an Office-holding 
family. Two of them, brothers, were recently 
removed from positions in Indiana. Good 
speed, the United States Marshal at Cleveland, 

isa Republican. Urner, the newly appointed 
Marshal! for the Southern District of Ohio ig a 
first-class man. His appointment isalmost the 
only one which has been made in Qhio 
that is above criticism. The Postmaster at 
Portsmouth, Newman, is editor of the Ports- 
mouth Times. He is a former Secretary of 
State. During the war he wrote some of the 
most ferocious attacks upon Lincoln and the 
cause of the Union. His disloyal utterances 
have been repeatedly printed against him in 
campaigns. His record of disloyalty during 
the war is thoroughly well known. Brady, the 
Po stmaster at Newark, was formerly a sheriff 
of the county where he now lives, and during 
his incumbency was found to be 

SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS 
to the amount of $13,500. Whenthe case was 
tried it was found that the amount of his 
bond, which was signed as $20,000, 
had been raised to $40,000, and his 
bondsmen, when they learned of this 
change, withdrew, and this leaving the 
sheriff without any security back of him, the 
suit was not pressed.

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ALMOST INCREDIBLE. 


An Incestuous Father’s Efforts to Escape 
Punishment—The Lake Case. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPaATcH. 

NEw YORK, July 13.—The peculiar and al- 
most incredible story brought out by the ar- 
rest and conviction in the Richmond County 
Court of Sessions in March liast, after much 
litigation, of George W. Lake, for being the 
father of five children by his own daughter, 
was yesterday revived ata special term ofthe 
Supreme Court, before Judge Cullen. Gov. 


Ames, @ppearing for Lake, moved for leave to 
file a bill of exceptions for the 
purpose of appealing from the last 
judgment of the Court. The motion 
was opposed by the District Attorney of Rich- 
mond County, but Judge Cullen decided in 
favorof theconvict. Lake is now in Sing 
Sing prison, where he was sentenced to serve 
nine andahalf years’ imprisonment. Three 
raat apr a of wrecked minds are the resuit of 
is wicked and shameless career. His case 
illustrates, aside from the depths of depravity 
to which human nature may sink, the evil 
effects of intermarriage between blood rela- 
tions. Lake was born in Toppsville, Mass., 
and when but fifteen years’ old became infat- 
uated with Emma Sweeney, a young woman of 
that village, who was possessed of a limited 
amount of discretion. He was a frequent vis- 
itor at her father’s house, and aftera few 
months a child was born, the paternity of 
which was laid to young Lake. He fled the 
country, taking passage as acommon sailor 
on a Chinese merchantman. From China he 
went to Japan, where he acquired the lan- 
guage and finally engaged in exporting fancy 
goods and bric-a-brac to this country. He 
prospered, saved money, and finally returned 
home with a snug little fortune and 
continued business with headquarters 
in New York. He found that dur- 
ing his absence Emma had married 
andthat his child was in a Boston orphan 
asylum. He obtained possession of the littie 
unfortunate and sent hertoa seminary to be 
educated. She was called Emma, atter her 
mother. Noneof her schoolmates ever sus- 
pected little Emma’s misfortune, and she was 
quite a favorite among them. Lake visited the 
child occasionally and supposed thatits mother 
had lost allinterestinit. Such, however, was 
not the case. The latter made frequent visits in 
secr@ to the little one and manifesteda great 
deal of affection, toward her, although she 
never revealed her relationship. This state of 
affairs continued until 1875, when Lake took 
Emma from her studies and brought her to 
New York toact as his book-keeper. Atthe

Lake took 
her to live at the old Washington Hotel, where 


he registered heras his daughter. He never. 


introduced her to any one and always led her 
to and from the dining-room. She went to 
and trom his office with him daily, and when 
he spent the evening out, Emma was always 
left locked in their apartments. Boarders at 
the hotel finally objected to the two peculiar 
guests, and,being asked to seek quarters else- 
where, they removed to No. 9% State street. 
Lake was then between 30 and 35 years old, 
and his new landlord supposed him to be the 
husband of his youthful compapion. The 
couple had been in the bouse but short 
time when Emma gave birth to a child. 
Her mother had neither seen nor heard 
of her since her departare from the seminary, 
but the day the infant was born, Lake sent 
for the woman. When she arrived at the 
house and found that her shame had been car- 
ried down toher daughtershe went raving 
madand Aad to be removed fromthe house 
by force. She was taken toan insane asylum 
where she died of the shock a few days later. 
Before the new born child was amonth old 
Lake deserted hisfamily. He was arrested 
on a charge of abandonment, and at the 
station-house denied that the woman was his 
wife: An investigation brought to light evi- 
dence of the registration atthe Washington 
Hotel, where he had claimed the girl as his 
daughter, and he was held on a more serious 
charge. He was tried and acquitted, alter 
which he removed with his youthful family 
toa comfortable but not very pretentious 
cottage in Tottenville,S. 1. He kept a horse 
and carriage, in which he drove to the ferry at 
Clifton every morning. He left it in alivery 
stable there until his return at night, when he 
drove home again. The young woman who 
was doubly related to him never appeared in 
the carriage and was seldom on the streets. 
Lake continued his unlawful relations with 
her and his family increased. As the second 
eneration of childron grew up, however, 
hey were found to be idiots, and public in- 
dignation against the father became so bitter 
that he was forced to leave the neighborhood. 
He next took his afflicted family to a house on 
Todt Hill, a few miles from OCOlifton. Then it 
was discovered that the mother of his 
younger children had become insane. 
She was senttoan asylum, her children, five 
in number, were taken to the Poor-house, and 
Lake was lodged in jail. He was tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to nine and one-half 
years’ imprisonment at hard labor in Sing 
Sing. He served two months of his time, 
when a stay onan appeal was obtained in his 
bebalf, and he was transferred back to the 
Richmond County Jail. The general term of 
the Supreme Court reversed the decision 
against him in May last and ordered a new 
trial. The second trial took place in the 
Richmona County Court of Sessions on March 
5, and resulted in a conviction, when the old 
sentence of nine and one-half years was again 
inflicted. The unfortunate children of the 
convict have been transferred from the Poor- 
house in Richmond County to the State Asylum 
for Idiots at Syracuse.

Promise—A Terrible Tragedy. 


Andrew Baumgartd shot Margaret Lee 
Brennan and killed himself in Joseph A. 
Klaren’s grocery store, northwest corner of 
Broadway and Gratiot street, last night about 
eight o’clock. He had been her accepted 
lover until a few months since, when. she told 
him that she did not .wish to receive his 


attentions any longer, He _ said that 
if she was determined to throw him off she 
could never marry any other man. He 
would kill her if he saw her in company with 
another. Shortly after this he went to hansas 
City in search of employment, but returned 
Saturday night. He said that Miss Brennan 
hud been watched by his friends and that he 
was aware she had redeived another man’s 
attention. Last. night he met her in front of 
Klaren’s store, where he had been en- 
gaged all .day writing letters, and 
placing a letter in ‘her hands told her 
to read it. She entered the store to do so, 
and made an effort to escape from him. He 
drew a pistol and she ran toward the saloon in 
the rear of the store. Baumgardt fired, the ball 
making a slight flesh wound in the leg of a 
lounger, Geo. Mason. A second shot hit the 
irlin the back, between the shoulders. She 
ell against the rear wall of the saloon, and, 
standing over her he shotagain, the ball en- 


She lay 
fainting on the flour, and thinking he had 
killed her, Baumgardt blew is own 


brains out. No one interfered with him in the 
commission of either the suicide or attempted 
murder Every one in the store was too much 
paralyzed with fear. 

The girl was taken to her home, No, 515 
Gratiot street,as soon as possible,,and a physi 
cian was summoned. Her injuries are serious, 
and may cause her death. Baumgardt was 
taken tothe Morgue. His death was instan- 
taneous. He had been employed as a truck- 
man by the Iron Mountain at the freight 
depot.

WHOSE VICTORY? 

The total vote polled up to Saturday 
night was: Unionist, 1,209,874; Glad- 
stonian, 1,118,973. The popular majority 
against home rule is therefore less than 
91,000; less than 4 per cent of the vote cast. 
Of the 9% seats yet to be contested only 31 
were represented by opponents of home 
rule, 19 of these being Tories and 12 
Liberal Unionists. The remaining 64 
being 51 Liberal Home Rulers and 13 
Parnellites,- the estimates based on 
the ratio of changes thus far give a 
final popular vote about evenly di- 
vided, or with a very minute majority 
either way, and a dozen less than a ma- 
jority of seats to the Tories, or about 
enough to enable them to govern with the 
aid of their congeners, HARTINGTON’s small 
Whig contingent, leaving CHAMBERLAIN’S 
Unionist Liberals out in the cold. 

No wonder, therefore, the report is.cred- 
ited that SALISBURY is trying to arrange 
with HAaRTINGTON a Tory-Whig ministry 
on a programme including a local 
government bill for all parts of 
the United Kingdom, with sundry 
Liberal measures relating to the 
transfer and allotment of lands with a 
view to the acquisition of small holdings 
by laborers, the improvement of laborers’ 
and artisans’ homes, etc. 

A victory for Tories which forces them 
into such a progressive position, and at 
the same time records an aggregate popu- 
lar vote about evenly divided on the Irish 
question, with Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales all overwhelmingly for home,rule, 
looks very much like a great personal 
victory for GLADSTONE, promising an ul- 
timate triumph for his plan of settlement. 
The check it has met with is so conspicu- 
ously due to Liberal abstentions, rather 
than to Tory or to Whig gains among the 
people, that any ministry must be short- 
lived which does not start out with large 
and liberal concessions to the growing de- 
mand for a departure from the old policy 
towards Ireland.

PEES ON BOTH SIDES. 

Fifteen days ago, when the Beck bill lim- 
iting the attorney practice of Congress- 
men was referred to the Senate’s Judici- 
ary Committee, and some Senator form- 
ally bade the bill a long farewell, Ep 
MUNDS, in behalf of his committee, prom- 
ised that the bill should be reported back 
within eight days. The failure to make 
good this promise should be due, if it is 
vot, to the efforts of the committee to 
make the bill cover the broad field of use- 
ful reform which it barely touched upon. 

That billdid not touch such cases as 
that of Senator STANFORD, who went to 
the Senate not only as the chief and 
avowed representative of the greatest 
railroad and land monopoly con- 
cerns interested in controlling the 
Government, but as a known part- 
speculations in shady Mexi- 
can land-grant titles whose value de- 


tion of ‘‘inflooence’’ at Washington. 
There is the Tres Alamos claim, for in- 
stance, in which he isinterested, covering 
a valley thirty miles long, now filled with 
villages and ranches. This claim, favored 
by the last administration, rests upon an 
alleged Mexican grant which a further 
official investigation has shown tobe a 
thing of frauds and forgeries, void ab 
initio. 

If Senators can be permitted without 
reproach or detriment to the public inter- 
est to accept retainers or partnerships, 
contingent or otherwise, from such com- 
binations, we do not see why lawyer Sen- 
ators may not be permitted to legislate for 
the country with corporation retainers in 
their pockets amounting to ten times the 
Senatorial salary. And if it is safe and 
wholesome, a thing of good example, for 
Senators todo this, why not for Cabinet 
officers or any other Government officers? 
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JUDGE BREWER’s decision in the United 
States Circuit Court that the State law of 
Kansas could not close breweries and dis- 
tilleries without compensation for the 
private property thus taken or destroyed 
for the benefit of the State, has been fol- 
lowed by a decision from Judge Love in 
the United States District Court in Iowa, 
applying the same doctrine to the pro- 
tection of saloons fitted up and licensed 
before the adoption of Iowa’s prohibitory 
law. The State laws nullified by these de- 
cisions provide for the closing up of liquor 
concerns by injunction, and make fines 
and penalties a lien upon the real estate. 
Of course the decisions do not apply to 
establishments started in defiance of the 
law, but to those only that were in lawful 
operation before any prohibitory statute 
was enacted to summarily close them up 
and render the property useless and value- 
less to l€@wful owners. The decision that 
this cannot be done under United States 
aw. without compensating owners will, if 
sustained by the Supreme Court, put an 
end to the closing of saloons, breweries 
and distilleries by law. The loss of the 
revenues now. derived from such estab- 
lishments would devolve an immense ad- 
ditional tax upon other tax-payers, and if 
the latter will have to pay also for th

The first six months of the year 1886 furnish 
arather remarkable record of the results of 
railroad mismanagement in the United States. 
Over five thousand miles of this species of 
property under the names of seventeen cor- 
porations have been sold under foreclosure. 
The face value of securities representing this 
property is $291,620,000, the majority of which 
is bonded indebtedness and the rest capital 
stock. It is not too much to say that these 
bankruptcies bave been brought about mainly 
by over-capitalization, attended by a transfer 
of what shouid have been devoted to reducing 
the indebtedness to the private accounts of 
the managers. 


A Warning to St. Louis. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

The people of St. Louis propose to indulge 
in the luxury ofacoal combination. All the 
mines within a radius of fifty miles have been 
boughtin bythe syndicate. If the Missouri 
authorities were to avail themselves of Penn- 
sylvania’s experience with the anthracite 
combinatioa they would hustle the members 
of the new syndicate into court on the charge 
of conspiracy as soon as the first steps had 
been taken toward the consummation of the 
scheme. Philadelphia has been taxed in 
recent years at the rate of $5,000,000 per annum 
to sustain the soft and hard coal pools.

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LANCASTER’S LASH. 


HOW IT IS APPLIED TO “EX-UNION SOL- 
_ DIERS. 


Several Old Veterans Dismissed from the 
Custom-House—Democratic Pressure Too 
Great—A Candid Admission by the Col- 
lector — Bernard Brady Appointed a 
Watchman. . 


The Government fiag floated feebly over the 
Custom-House last ‘Saturday evening. The 
Republican office-holdersin the big building 
looked at each other disconsolately, and 
Charles Claflin Allen, the local Mugwump, 
was seen to stop by the big’ stone 
steps and drop something gus- 
piciously like a tear, which was 
supposed to be a moist tribute to his civil- 
service hopes, which had just received a death 
blow inside the building. An old soldier 
limping by cn his cruteh smiled derisively at 
the stars and stripes above him and muttered 
something about the ingratitude of republics. 

Allthese signs of anxiety, sorrow and re- 
pining were called forth by the fact that John 
O. Hubler, an old Union soldier, had been re- 
placed as night watchman bya stalwart young 
fellow whose robust physique was better cal- 
culated to be without the sustenance 
of Government pap than the 
sickly soldier who had received 


his latest orderto march. Probably so much 
would not have been thought of the case if it 
had not been a sortof culmination and alsoa 
presage of what might be expected by those 
who were unfortunate enough to wear the 
scars of battles fought in loyalty’s behaif 
and notthe marks of a-local politician. It 
was asign of the most modern motto: Better 
to be backed by ward ‘‘inflooence’’ than by 
the Jaws and tender regard of Uncle Sam. 
Better to have handled votes around polling 
places than to have borne a musket inthe 
fight for the Union. 
ASKED FOR RESIGNATIONS. 

Shortly aiter the opening of June Mr. Lan- 
caster’s back began to bend under the pres- 
sure of his Democratic friends and he began 
looking around for some means to relieve it. 
He cast’ about his Government premises and 
settled on the basement andthe night watch- 
manasthe places to furnish berths for his 
friends. This, coming to the ears of Mr. 
Kentnor, the chief engineer, he sent in 
his resignation to take effect July 1. This 
somewhat disconcerted Mr. Lancaster, but in 
a few days later he sent Mr. Hatch, the assist- 
ant custodian, with along communication to 
J. V. Starr, assistant engineer, which was 
read to the gentieman witb all the persuasive- 
ness and rhetorical urbanity the assistant cus- 
todian could command. The paper went on to 
speak of the change in the Administration,and 
the resaiting change to occur aiong the 
entire line. When he had proceeded thus far 
Mr. Starr gave Mr. Hatch a sudden shock. 

HE BLURTED OUT: 
‘*What’s the use of all these words. You 
want me to go 80 that you can pay off your po- 
litical debts. Why don’t you come out and 
say so like a man?’’ 

Mr. Hatch explained that he was only acting 
under orders from his superior. ‘‘Then,’’ 
said Starr, ‘‘youjusttell Mr. Lancaster that 
Iam not going to resign and won't quit till I 
receive formal nutice to quit. I am an old 
soldier, and Lintend to stand on my rights as 
long as I can.’’ 

Mr. Hatch took off his glasses, folded his 
paper upin a rather troubled manner and 
went back toreport to hischief. Things ran 
along till July 1. Then Mr. Kentnor was asked 
to remain as an accommodation for a few days 
longer. This he consented to do, untilbe saw 
that Starr wusto go, and then he thought he 
saw throughavery sleek game. He couldn’trid 
himself of the idea that be was to be kept there 
long enough to drill in the new men who were 
to be gradually substituted for the oid, thus 
the changes being taade without any derange- 
ment of the service down-stairs. Perceiving 
this Mr. Kentnor would only work until last 
Thursday when he acted upon is his 
resignation and left. Starr in the mean- 
time expected thut his career wouid 
end on the 30th of June, but on the contrary 
he celebrated the Fourth as aGovernment em- 
ploye and didn’t receive his formal order to 
go tilllast week. Then he quietly obeyed the 
summons. 

GOING FOR HUBLER. 

All this time the Surveyor of the Port, as 
custodian of the building, was having a love 
feast of ‘similar sweetness with the night 
watchman, John O. Hubler. Last March Mr. 
Hubler was sick afew weeks and the occasion 
was seized uponto ask himto resign. The 
great needs of the hungry Democrats and the 
urgent necessity of having the night watchman 
in political sympathy with the chief Govern- 
ment officer were urged upon Mr. Hubler. 
Could he not see that he was unable to do bis 
duties while a Republican, in a Government 
building presided over by a Democrat? How 
was it to be expected that he, only an ex- 
Union soldier, could keep the rapid delivery 
boys quiet, and push lazy loafers 
off the window seats unless he was en rapport 
with the political views of Mr. Lancuster. 
These questions were toe deep for Mr. Hubler, 
but he answered them very conclusively by 
saying that he wouid not get out till he had to; 
that he was an old Union soldier and needed 
the position, and that he understood that the 
law passed years ago gave preference in Goy- 
ernment employment to Union veterans. 

This was apparently what Mr. Lancaster 
had not looked for and be was nonplussed. 
Mr. Hubler soon returned to work and was 
discharging every duty, when about the 
middie o. June he was again asked to resign. 
This he again retused to do but expected that 
on the first of the next month he Would re- 
ceive his formal notice of dis- 
missal. The first passed, and so did the first 
week and still Mr. Hubler perambulated the 
halls ofthe building he had done so much to 
make passable. This extra lease of oficial 
life was due to Mr. Lancasters’ sedulous 
search fora proper successor. The Surveyor 
must have known that he was liable to some 
criticism for discharging an ex-soldier and 
no doubt be recollected the lively time Maj. 
Whitney, his successor, had when the Pea- 
sioner’s Union got after him with a sharp 
stick and carried their grievances overa dis- 
charged soldier to Washington. So Mr. Lan- 
caster sifted the claims of many, and one can 
in imagination almost see the look of dis- } 
pleasure pass over hisface as the various 
claimants failed to reach the sand standard 
of moral or political: worth. At 
last he found one. The choice 
was Mr. Bernard Brady, 
of Hugh J. Brady, thelocal politician. Mr. 
Bernard Brady isa young man under 30, well 
built, with muscle enough to wield a very ma- 
— sti around the Custom-House corri- 

ors.

He proposed to witness a part- 
nership into which Jackson was to 
put his license, while Cleveland 
was to furnish capital, experience and 
good-will, in addition to doing all the work. 

Wit- 
ness was told that if he did not 
acquiesce in the arrangement his right 
to trade would be taken away, Jackson 
claiming to have sufficient influence at Wash- 
ington to bring this about. Witness declined 
to enter into the arrangement and in course 
of time he was notiiied by the Commis- 
sioner, through the agent at Ana- 
darko, that his license would not 
be extended beyond a fixed date, then 
afew weeks distant. Witness cameto Wash- 
ington and laid the matter before Commis- 
sioner Atkins, but did not succeed in getting 
the orter of removal revoked. Wit- 
ness closed his store on the date 
fixed and began the removal of his 
goods.

What Mr. Jackson’s terms were is best 
gathered from a letter written by Dave Caruth 
of St. Louis to Mr. Cleveland, who was his 
customer, He says under date of December 
21. 1885: .

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LABOR NEWS. 


A Pinkerton Officer Attempts to Murder 
an Inoffensive Man. 


CHICcaGo, Julv 13.—A serious affray occurred 
last evening at the Forty-third street crossing 
ofthe Lake Shore road. Several Pinkerton 
men were preparing to leavefor the city, 
when Louis Schoove came ulong, and seeing a 
rifle standing againsta shanty, stopped and 
remarked that it looked as if it had come from 
apawn-shop. Ashe spokea Pinkerton dep- 
uty seized it and started after Schoove The 


latter took refuge in an ice-house. As he dis- 
appeared thedeputy firedathim. The bullet 
took effect in the back of Schoove’s head and 
ranging upward inflicteda serious wound. 
“#he deputy thentried to strike him with the 
rifie but only succeeded in breaking 


his gun-stock. Schoove then jumped through 
a window and escaped. The Pinkerton men 
refused to tell the name ofthe man who fired 
the shot, even tothe Lake police, who failed 
to connect anybody with the affair. The 
present disturbances along the Lake Shore 
tracks, it is believed, are the work of idle men 
and the rough element around the stock yards. 
The striking switchmen have nearly all been 
enjoined by the courts from making any in- 
terference, and they themselves disclaim all 
knowledge ot the troubles. Many of them, it 
is suid, have gone to work elsewhere. 


A Big Tanners’ Strike.

THROUGH NIAGARA RAPIDS. 


Graham, the Daring Cooper, Relates His 
Experience—Keleased from Custody. 


Ry Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

BUFFALO, July 13.—Carlisle D. Graham, the 
young cooper who, on Sunday, rode 
through the Niagara Rapids and the whirlpool, 
was before Justice Eshelman at Suspension 
Bridge yesterday morning, and was dis- 
charged. He then returned to Buffalo and 
was found by the Post-DISPATCH correspond- 
ent at his old headquarters, No. 149 Selkirk 
street. ‘‘You see l was right about it,’’ said 


Graham, ‘‘and that the authorities had no 
right to interfere with me. I made my ar- 
rangements carefully and thoroughly. If 
they want _ oe ee let them 
drop me off the railroad suspension 
bridge, 190 feet down, into the head of the rap- 
ids and then go through them. I told ex- 
Coroner Elsheimer, who held the Capt. Webb 
inquest, that I intended to go over the Cana- 
dian Falls in a barrel if I was successful in this 
trip, andI do. People around the Falls do not 
believe that I couid stand the shock ofthe 
fall and that the barrel would be sucked in by 
the undertow, which might keep it entirely 
submerged so long that the air could not be 
replenished. I am Willing to risk it, now- 
ever.’’ 

‘‘Would you mind telling your experiences 
while going through the rapids?’’ 

‘‘Notin the least. AfterI got into the bar- 
rel the heat was intense, but I 
had feared. to delay lest the officers 
should stop me. I was soon floating 
easily towards the rapids. I could see the 
two bridges as I passed under them through 
an air-hole. The whirlpool was nothing in 
comparison to the lower -rapids where 1 was 
whirled around and dashed about until 
nearly dizzy. TwicelI was turned around on 
my face. The rolling motion, the heat andthe 
lack of air would soon have made me ill. I 
received a few slight bruises, but, besides the 
shaking up, fell no inconvenience.’’ 

‘*‘There is a feeling at Niagara Falis that 
Graham did not give the rapids a fair show,’’ 
said a man from there to-day, who was a 
witness ofthe feat yesterday, ‘‘The real 
danger that Graham has to fear was not 
a part of the performance this trip. 
If he lands in the whirlpool 
center and is kept there for acouple of days, 
being released from the monotory which the. 
surface grants only by being sucked down into 
the many different holes inthe whirlpool he 
will be found asubject forthe coroner. The 
probabilities of being put into that position 
are. about equal to his safe circuit in the 
outer current, and if one hour will produce 
the weakening effect upon him inhis close 
= thatitdid, itis evident that should 

e be held in the arms of the whirlpool as long 
as bodies sometimes are heis a doomed man. 
The fact that he went through safely this time 
is no proofthat he willthe next. The only =A 
parent danger is from suffocation, asin his 
secure position in the hammock he will not be 
injured and the thick strong barrel will not be 
broken.’’ 

Graham is about 32 years old, of mediz 
height, and weighs about one hundred@and 
forty pounds. His face is spare, his complex- 
ion is dark and he has a heavy. black mus- 
tache. He is a good swimmer, he says, and 
has had some athletic training.

GAUDAUR’S “GRAFT.” 


HE HOPES TO WIN THE WORLD’S CHAM- 
PIONSHIP FROM BEACH. 


A Challenge That Has Evidently Miscarried 
—Spaulding of Chicago Has a Word to 
Say on Consolidation — Sporting, Base 
Ball and Bicycle News. 


The latest news from England with reference 
to the world’s championship race between 
Beach and Gaudaur will necessitate an 6n- 
tirely new course to be pursued by Gaudaur’s 
backer, Mr. J. A. 8t. John, in the matter of 
challenging the champion. The following was 
published in the London Sporting Life, July 2: 


Until Beach saw the notice in Saturday's 
Sporting Life .he had no knowledge of Jacob 
Gaudaur’s challenge, and had received no Ca- 
blegrain from him or any one else with refer- 

it. Neither Beach nor any 

backers have any knowledge 

Richard Roche, but Beach will 

only. be too glad to row  Gau- 

daur for any amount a week or two after the 

decision of the large sweepstakes. The stakes 

must be deposited with the editor of a sport- 

ing journal in London or Beach will not take 

any notice of any further challenge. He has 

already beentwo months in the metropolis, 

and mast leave for the Continent about the 
middle of September. 

Speaking of this piece of news, Mr. St. John 
said to-day to a Post-DispaTcH reporter that 
on June 15 he wrote aletter to the editor of 
Bell’s Life at London, in which was incorpor- 
ated a formal challenge to Beach anda draft 
on the branch housein England of the Cen- 
tral Type Foundry for $500 asa forfeit. Shortly 
after the letter was written Beli’s Life went to 
pieces, and the request of Mr. St. John to 
cable an answer was paid no attention to, and 
up to date he had heard nothing from «across 
the water. 

As to his action in the case as it stands now, 
St. John says he will cable forinformation im- 
mediately and make arrangements,in a day or 
two looking to adefinite understanding be- 
tween Beach and tie American champion. 
The race will not be rowed until after the 
English sweepstakes has been decided. This 
event occurs on August 30, and two Americans 
only are entered in it, namely Teemer and 
Ross. Gaudaur, probably for the best of 
reasons, willnot row in the sweepstakes, 
his friends and backers in America preferring 
a match race. About $50,000, Mr. St. John 
says, have been pooled by parties in St. Louis, 
of which Mr. Dick Roche has contributed $10, - 
000, and this ‘‘boodle’’ will be brought over to 
England and staked on Jake’s abilities. The 
names of the other contributors are witheld 
from publication, but they are the backbone 
of the business community of St. Louis. Of 
course the ‘‘Yankees’’ anticipate coming out 
first best in the struggle.

SPALDING ON CONSOLIDATION. 


He Hasa Wordto Say About the St. Louis 
' League Club, 


Speaking of the proposed consolidation of 
the League and the American Association, Mr. 
Spalding of the Chicago Club in a recent inter- 
view said: ‘‘There is nothing new inthis tulk 
ofthe consolidation of the League and the 
American Association thatI know of. Idon’t 
think there is acity in the country except 
Philadelphia that will and can comfortably 
support twoclubs. Fora long time there has 
been a well-defined impression among Dall 
men that such a consolidation was only a 


matter of time, but to my knowledge there 
has been no tangibie movement looking to 
such a step by either organization. 

‘*The question of Sunday games and the sale 
of liquor would undoubtedly be a stumbling- 
block inthe way of amalgamation, but so far 
as we are concerned there will be no backward 
stepin that respect, and public sentiment 
here in Chicago, which has so far fully sup- 
ported us, is not a whit in ad- 
vance of that of hoston and 
other cities in the East. I think an asso- 
ciation could be formed which would include 
ten clubs, perhaps St. Louis, Cincinnati, Chi- 
as Louisville, Pittsburg, Baltimore, Phila- 
deiphia, New York, Detroit and Boston, but 
the Sunday and beer questions would still be 
in the way in Cincinnati, St. Louis and Louis- 
ville. I don’t think there should be more 
than ten clubsin any such organization, and 
its formation probably is only a matter of 
time. There has, however, been no more 
talk of it lately than for the 
last year or two. The League clubs, 
with’ the exception perhaps of St. Louis, 
are all doing well this season, and are all upon 
a tirm financial foundation. I know thatthe 
St. Louis club bas been in hard luck, and 
Lucas, the manager. wrote a short time ago 
asking my consent to Sunday games in that 
city, Claiming that such a step was his only 
hope of making both ends meet ut the close of 
the season. He wasof the opinion, but Ido 
not agree with him, that if the Chicago man- 
agement would withdraw its strenuous opposi- 
tion the Eastern clubs could be brought to 
consent. I wroteto him, as you know, that, 
while I was willing todo almost anything to 
help him out, Chicago’s nine had never played 
league games Sunday and we could not think 
of doing so now.’’ 

The above strangely conflicts with the state- 
ment made recently that Mr. Lucas has cleared 
over $20,000 on base ball this season. And Mr. 
Spalding knows whereof he speaks.

RICHARD ELY COLT. 


Death dfa Prominent Member of a Distin- 
guisned American Family. 


NEW YORK, July 13.—Richard Ely Colt died 
of apoplexy at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Harriett Miller, in this city on Sunday, in his 
85th year. He wasasonof Richard Ely Colt 
and was bornin Pittsfield, Mass., where his 
ancestors for many generations had lived. 
His grandfather wasa captain in the Revo- 
lutionary army. His father was a cousin of 


Col. Samuel Colt,the inventor of the Colt’s re- 
volver. While aboy Richard Ely Colt made 
his way to Rochester, where his family owned 
vast tracts of land which had been 
granted to his grandfather. Whenthe Erie 
Canal was opened, he was among the first 
to own a canal boat, which he navigated 
through the canal tor a number of years. 
About the year 1829 he went to Detroit and 
soon became the owner of a number of vessels 
and engaged in the Lake trade. Later he took 
up his residence in Black River, O., and 
later still, removed to Sandusky, where he be- 
came interested in tbe business of packing 
pork and beef. Atthe time of Dickens’ first 
visit to this country, Mr. Colt "was the land- 
lord of the Exchange Hotel at Sandusky. 
The great novelist was his guestfor atime, 
and in his ‘‘American notes’’ referred to his 
host asthe handsomest man he had seen in 


America. Afterward Mr. Colt became the pro- 
prietor of the Townsend Youte “iq Sandusky, 
which he conducted untilit was burned early 


in the war.
